There arc Several Hemarkable 
Patlages of the Jefukes Contrivances, and the Indians 
Refentmeat thereof, for which I refer to the Booh, as 
lefs proper to our Defign. The Author fhews the Do- 
brines wherein the Church of Malabar agrees with that 
of England, and dii^ers from the Roman. And concludes 
with thf A£ts and Decrees of the Symd of Diamper,^ 
with the occafiori of its being called j whkh, with a 
Preface to a Miffai impofed upon that Church by tiie 
ArclvBifhop Menczes, ends the whole Book.
